CORK STREET FEVER 
i HOSPITAL . 


—K—- 
BUSIEST YEAR IN ITS HISTORY 


The annual report of Cork Street Fever 
Hospital, Dublin, for the year ending 3lst 
December, 1934, records the busiest year's 
work in the annals of the hospital. ‘The 
Medical Superintendent (Dr. C. J. 
McSweeney) reported that 2,284 . patients 
were admitted during the year, of whom 
2,085 were discha cured and 199 died. 
The available accomodation at Cork Street 
and Beneavin Auxiliary Hospital was kept fully 
4 occupied, the daily average number oí 
patients being 262, as compared with 235 in 
1955 and 244 in 1932. Diphtheria continued 
to be prevalent during the whole of the 
year, many of the cases being of a virulent 
type. Whooping cough was epidemic in the 
spring, and measies towards the close of 
1954. In spite of every effort to continue the 
tradition of the ae never to refuse a 
case, no less than infectious patients had 
to be denied admission because of lack of 
accommodation. If the new fever hospital is 
adequately to serve the City and County of 
Dublin, it would appear that at least 500 
beds will require to be provided therein.

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SURPLUS of £155,300 on sales of 
A electricity is shown in the etghtb 
annual report of the Electricity 
Supply Board for the year ending March ól, 
1935. | This is. a marked advance on the 
previos year, when the profit and loss 
account showed only a surplus of revenue to 
the amount of £10,287. ‘ 
The| sales of electricity increased by 
18.461/000 units, the new consumers taken 
on totlalled 11.076, and the revenue was in 
creased by £108,707 to a total of £1,258.388. 
Ont lof its profits the Board paid £489,683 
to tha Minister for Finance as interests at 
five per cent. on thé State’s investment iu 
the national electrigfty undertaking. It also 
paid £79,020 for Giterest and repayments of 
capital in respect “oí liabilities assumed on 
local authority und§rtakings acquired, bring- 
ing the total capita} charges to £568,703, of 
which | £553,481 was chargeable against the 
profit land loss accotnt. ‘The total advances 
of capital by the State for the Shannon works 
and |Board development amounted to 
£10,005,371 at the end of the year. 


EXPENSES LOWER 


Working expenses were down by £37,168, 
chiefiy| because costs of an abnormal nature, 
such as had been incurred in the preceding 
year bly feason of the drought, did not arise 
. to the |same extent. 

The | surplus of income over expenditure 
accrued to 3lst. March last has been placed 
to genéral reserve. During the present year 
it is expected that the Minister for Finance 
will dátermine the basis and fix the date for 
commencement of repayment of advances 
made líor the Shannon works and for sub- 
sequent development by the Board. 

The |installations department of the Board 
carried out contracts to the value of £43,520, . 
and shpws a net profit of £899. 

Sales of appliances by the merchandise 
sales flepartment totalled £34,834 for the 
year, showing an increase of £3,746 and a 
net profit of £856. : 

The| sale of electricity for the year 
amounted to 156,964,146 units, and the 
number of consumers at the end of the was 
103.037 

Supply from the Board is now available 
in 210|-distinet towns o. areas, 14 new areas 
being ládded during the period reviewed. 

New industrial motive power connected 
amounted to 6,791 h.p., bringing the total 
industmal load. to 59.281 h.p. 


EXPANSION IN USE 


With the exception of the sugar factories, 
all new tndustries started during the year 
within |the Board s area of supply, took thei 
motive| power supply from the Board’s mains. 
These Inew power users included flour mills 
in Cork, Portlaoghise, Carlow and Clara; 
maize |mills at Westport, timber mills at 
Navan] oi! and cake mills at Drogheda, and 
several] othe: large industrial concerns. 

A marked expansion js taking place in the 
use of Jelectricity, especially for cooking pur- 
poses, in large institutions, such as hospitals, 
colleges, convents and convalescent homes. 
Waterjheating and space heating by 
electridity are also being largely adopted by 
such institutions 

Mention is made in the report of the 
opening of the National Maternity Hospital, 
Holles| street, Dublin, the first hospital in 
Ireland to utilise electricity for all services. 
The n¢w post office in Rathniines, Dublin. is 
quoted/as another example of a large building 
using ¢lectricity for all services, the heating 
equipment being a special feature. 

On the demesti: side it is stated that the 
use of|electric cooking and water-heating by 
domestic consumers shows a steady expan- 
sion, Which has been . accelerated by “the 
introdyctioOn of attraciive niteage schemes. 


PUBLIC LIGHTING 


The |use of electricity. for public lighting 
continyes to. Increase. pew- contracts. being 
secured in sixteen areas. In Cork City a 
contra¢t was entered ‘into for the re-design 
of the existing public lighting and the 
extensjon of the use of electricity to the 
lighting of the entire city. 

The| Board embarked on a new type of 
publicity during the year im the nature of 
all-eledtric demonstration houses for public 
inspection in various parts of Dublin. The 
present activity in house building, the report 
states,| has stimulated a definite interest in 
the domestic applications of electricity, 

Referring to power development and new 
works, the report states provision was made 
for expenditure on the development of addi- 
tional |water storage on. the River Shannon. 
A contract was placed for the: work on 
ough! Allen, througn which added storage 
of 150}000,000 cubic metres will be secured. 
Certain minor works essential for the lower- 
ing of | Leugh Ree, to obtain additional stor- 
age of 64.070,000 cubic metres, were also 
commenced. 

Considerable progress was made in the im- 
provement of the Pigeon House Station. A 
mew 25,000 Kw. steam turbo-generating set 
was thstalled, the installation of the two 
additiqnal steam boilers completed, new 
mechanical coal-handling plant and . cranes 
erected, the harbour partially dredged, and 
the wharf .reconstructed for a distance of 
220. fdet. Arrangements were made for 
additiqgnal deepening of the harbour and 
rrver 4¢pproach, and a further extension of 
the wharf during the present summer. A 
contra¢t was placed for the construction of 


a new|cooling-water system to be completed 
by May, 1936, 


THE LIFFEY SCHEME 


Constructional work on extensions and 
additions to the transmission and distribu- | 
tion lines included 98 miles of low ‘tension 
cverhead mains and 13 miles of underground, 
865 miles of high tension transmission lines; 
6 miles of high tension underground cable, 
99 new stations and sub-stations. Referring 
to the| Liffey schemé, the report states that 
before |reaching any decision or making any 
recommendations in regard to the hydro- 
electriq development of the River Liffey, the 
Board |deemed it desirable to obtain expert 
advice, and Professor K. Meyer-Peter and Dr. 
J. Bu¢hi, of Zurich, had accordingly been 
consulted To supplement the data already 
availalle it was found necessary to make 
further observations and measurements, par- 
ticularly of water flow conditions. The report 
of the jexperts is expected at an early date. 

Undér the Shannon Fisheries Act, which 
was pássed in February last, certain duties 
have devolved upon the Board in relation to 
the Shannon fisheries. Subject to the 
primary function of maintaining, working and 
developing the Shannon hydro-electric works 
the Board will manage, conduct and preserve 
the Shannon fisheries in accordance with the 
provisipns of the Act.

“ CONSTERNATION ” 


There was consternation in the town when 
the new Council was compelled to increase 
thé rate from 19s. t6 31s. 6d. That rate was 
quashed in May last because spme statutory 
requirement was not’ complied with. The 
procedure followed in connection with the 
striking of the rate was the same as that 
followed by the Council for many years, 

Mr. Macaulay—Am I right in saying that 
Mr. T. J. Walsh, who had been Chairman 
of the former Council for many years, was 
the gentieman who succeeded in getting the 
rate quashed, though the procedure in 
striking it had been the same which he 
himself had followed, for a number of years? 
-~Yes. 

The witness, continuing, said that one of 
the items of expenditure to which the present 
Council took exception was the yearly pay- 
ment of £704 to the Board of Works in con- 
nection with the Lacca water supply. That 
scheme was not. adequate to give a complete 
water supply to the town, and) the engineers 
had estimated that it would cost about 
£5,000 to make it a success. The Department 
had made an offer of a free gtant of £3,500 
for the purpose of rectifying) the scheme, 
which showed that it was not a complete 
success. | 


DELAY IN.STRIKING RATE’ 


Mr. Macaulay explained that the Council 
had thrown down the gauntlet to the Board 
of Works to test. the jegality of its loans in 
the proper courts, but they had not done so. 
That was one of the reasons that led to a 
delay in the striking of the rate for, not 
having heard from the Board of Works as 
to their intentions, the Council \did not know 
whether they would have to provide for. legal 
costs in an action. ,. 

Mr. McLysaght said that the ee course 
for the Council was to meet its obligations 
and then seek their legal remedy in the 
Courts. 

Replying to Mr. Clarke, Mrs. on sa 
that there were free fights on occasions at 
the meetings of the Council. during which. 
some of the. members took off ‘their. coats. 

Mr. J. Barrett (a member of the Council)—

Mr. Denis McMahon, who had been clerk 
ef works at the Lacca water scheme, said 
that he looked upon the scheme as a failure 
to the extent that it went dry in dry weather.

MANSLAUGHTER 
CHARGE

A FATAL MISTAKE

WICKLOW, Saturday. 


At Wicklow-Circuit Court yeiterday, before 
Judge Devitt and a jury, ID. Nora Wallace, 
Dublin, who had been temporary medical 
cfhcer at Dunganstown Dispensary, Barn- 
Serrig, Wicklow, was indicted on a charge of 
manslaughter. 

Mr. bua, for the State, said that 
evidence would show that a child of Mrs. 
Merriman s, Ballyguile, Wicklow, was being 
specially treated by Nurse Joyce, and that 
Nurse Jeyce called more socially than pro- 
fessionally to see Dr. Wallace, obtaining from 
her. a bottle of olive oil. This ‘olive oil” 
she divided into a smaller bottle and sent 
to, the mother to be applied under directions 
to the baby, and when the mother did apply 
it she was hortified to find that it burned 
the baby. She applied it to her own finger, 
and it burned her, and she saw there had 
heen a fatal mistake. The baby died within 
an hou. 

Nurse Joyce said that she. got the hottle 
unlabelled when she asked for .oilve oil for 
a delicate baby, and believed it was olive oil. 

Dr.. O'Connor said that when called to the 
house the child was dead. Mrs, Merriman 
handed him the bottle used and he noticed 
at once that it was carbolic acid, 

Dr. Wallace said that in handing the bottle 
to Nurse Joyce she firmly believed it con- 
tained olive oil. She had found it with other 
unlabelled bottles in the aispensary, melted 
it to test its contents, and satisfied herself. 

Judge Devitt said they never had occasion 
to find fault with the doctors or chemists 
of this country, who were very careful. and 
rarely made a mistake. He did not think 
the evidence showed in any degree moral 
turpitude or criminal negligence. The safest 
way to deal with unlabelled bottles: was to 
pitch them out. . 

The jury returned a verdict of ' Not 
Guilty," and rcommended that in future the 
medical board should ensure that all bottles 
containing dangerous drugs or poison should 
be labelled; such stocks not complying with 
this requirement to be destroyed.

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Belfast’s Shame 


Once again the ceremonies in Belfast in 
connection with the twelfth of July have 
been marred by displays of hooliganism, 
which, on this occasion, have resulted in 
the loss of several lives and a formidable 
catalogue of other casualties. Year after 
year the same gruesome story is told. The 
“ Twelfth ” seems to inflame all the worst 
passions in both Protestants and Roman 
Catholics in Belfast, and as time progresses 
the bitterness between the two sides seems 
to be growing more and more intense. 
Nothing could be more futile than an argu- 
ment as to “ who began it?” According 
to one report, a peaceful procession of 
Orangemen was returning from its annual 
celebration, when it was attacked wilfully 
by a Roman Catholic mob; according to 
another version, the celebrating Orange- 
men set about a number of peace-loving 
Roman Catholics. Be that as it may, the 
two parties are at each other’s throats. 
Both sides apparently have firearms and 
do not hesitate to use them. Both have 
been behaving in blackguardly fashion, 
and, although the police have been doing 
their best to keep the peace, disgraceful 
scenes have been enacted during the last 
few days. In fact, there is very little to 
choose between the two mobs in Belfast. 
One is larger than the other ; but they both 
are a disgrace to the country to which they 
belong. It is a dreadful commentary 
on our Irish Christianity that the 
medisvalism of the Stuart period should 
be projected into the twentieth century.

In an admir- 
able sermon recently the Bishop of Down, 
Connor and Dromore made a strong appeal 
for religious peace in his diocese. Roman 
Catholic priests also have been urging 
their flocks to refrain from violence, what- 
ever may be the provocation. The 
Churches, however, are almost helpless in 
the face of popular savagery.. Awful things 
have been done in Belfast during the last 
few days in the name of religion, and, 
unless and until the political leaders 
determine that a halt shall be called, the 
miserable business will be likely to con- 
tinue. Who will take the first step? 
Viscount Craigavon is a man of high 
personal and .of _ uncommon 
courage. In common with several of his 
colleagues he has been influenced in the 
past by the political power of the Orange 
Lodges, and has made foolish statements, 
which, we do not doubt, he regretted after- 
wards.

Meanwhile, the other nations are content 
to act as spectators. Since Mr. Anthony 
Eden failed to allure Signor Mussolini 
from his purpose, Britain has refused to 
bestir herself further. Sir Samuel Hoare’s 
speech in the House of Commons last 
Thursday has been received in Italy in a 
light in which, we think, it was not 
intended—as an acknowledgment of Italy’s 
claim for room to expand. France, to 
all appearances, sympathises with the 
Italians. Germany maintains a sinister 
quiet; for she stands to gain in two ways 
from Signor Mussolini’s preoccupation 
with Africa. In the first place, it will 
turn Italian eyes from the -..ustrian 
border, thereby allowing freer rvin to 
Germany’s agitation for an Austrian 
Anschluss. In the second place, if Signor 
Mussolini can make good his claim to 
Italian colonies, Germany's demand for 
the return of her own confiscat:1 colonies 
will derive strength from the example. 
Furthermore, if a European war, in which 
Germany and Italy should find themselves 
on the same side, should occur within the 
next few years, Germany would find a 
clear road to her one-time colonies through 
Italy and Italian Abyssinia. It is little 
wonder, indeed, that Britain has found 
such scant support for her attempts to 
settle the dispute. Doubtle::, she could 
disorganise Italy’s entire machinery of 
invasion by closing the Suez Canal to 
troop-ships ; but the result of such inter- 
ference might well be another world war. 
Considering all these things—the apathy of 
continental Europe, and the danger of 
sinvle-handed action, Britain herself seems 
to be losing interest; and it is significant 
that the violence of the Italian Press 


ment, 

In point of fact, there is one authority, 
and one alone, that possesses an unreserved 
right to intervene in Signor Mussolini’s 
projected war. That authority is the 
League of Nations. Not for the first time 
in its history the League is on the horns 
of a dilemma. ,Jf it refuses to intervene, 
the last shreds of its prestige must dis- 
appear. In succession, Italy, Japan and 
Germany have snapped their fingers at 
Geneva; and, if Italy is permitted to 


League will have proved itself incapable 
of its high functions, and will dwindle 
into an international bureau for the com- 
piling of statistics on labour conditions 
and the drug traffic. On the other hand, 
if it tries to impose a check on Italy, it 
comes face to face with a host of problems. 
Italy, in such an event, certainly will 
resign her membership of the League, even 
if the consequences should be her economic 
blockade and all the various ‘sanctions ”' 
which Geneva forbore to invoke against 
Japan and Germany. A League of 
Nations which did not include the 
United States, Germany, Italy and Japan 
would have little claim to its title; it 
could not call itself even a League of 
European Nations.. It seems, indeed, as 
if the whole question of nationalism versus 
effective internationalism will be deter- 
mined by Geneva’s handling of the 
problem that now confronts her. Her 
choice lies between indifference, which will 
permit her to survive, discredited and 
useless, or action against Italy, which may 
maintain her prestige, but will bereave 
her of all membership except that of Great 
Britain, France, Russia. and the small 
nations. It is an unpleasant choice; and 
the fact that the League has been forced 
into it reveals, more clearly than anything 


of the Covenant and of the Kellogg Pact 
have influenced post-war statecraft.

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HE feature of the political world this 
week will be the publication of Mr. 
Lloyd George’s unemployment proposals, 
and the comments of the Government upon 
them. It is understood 'that the reason 
why the Government has rejected . 
Lloyd George’s ideas is that they would 
have interfered with the Government 
machinery for dealing with unemploy- 
ment, in regard to housing and slum clear- 
ance. Mr. Lloyd George hopes to secure 
a day in the House of Commons for a 
debate on the subject, and it is probable 
that his request will be granted by the 
Prime Minister. 


The Depressed Areas 


The report of the Commissioners for the 
Depressed Areas is to be published in the 
course of the week, and a very interesting 


document is expected. The book will give 


details of the inquiries made during 
several months by the Commissioners, and 
will also submit plans which have been 
carefully prepared. These plans will not 
be on any great scale, as it was never con- 
templated that the state of affairs in the 
areas could be changed by aly swift 
spectacular action. Consequently, the 
function of the Commissioners has been to 
find means whereby hope may be revived, 
and to propose enterprise of a stimulating 
character, which, though small at first, 
will ultimately have a big cumulative 
effect. 


Parliament s Programme 


The Imperial Parliament is to b 
adjourned oí August 2 until the autumn. 
when it will reassemble for an important 
programme dealing with unemployment. 
The new unemployment insurance regula 
tions will be introduced, and insurance o! 
agricultural workers based on the recom- 
mendations of the Beveridge Committee 
will be considered. Parliament will 
probably be summoned for a meeting ear!) 
in November, but the Speaker will be given 
power to call the House of Commons 
together earlier in the event of any emery 
ency, similar power being given to the Lord 
Chancellor in regard to the: House of 
Lords. 


Meat Imports 


Legislation extending the payment of 
the beef subsidy, which Mr. Walter Eliot 
is to introduce in the House of Commons 
to-morrow, is intended to give the Govern- 
ment time to work out the details of a 
long-term policy with regard to meat. To- 
morrow’s measure will extend the subsic\ 
to October, 1936. This will give a furthe: 
sixteen months for a scheme to be arranged 
which will receive the approval of pro 
ducers at home, in the Dominions, and in 
foreign countries. Despite lengthy negotia- 
tions, no such agreement is yet in sight; 
but further efforts.are to be made by the 
Government, and, if the principle of th 
levy is not accepted, it may be necessar) 
to impose-a tax on foreign imports. Th: 
proceeds of this tax would be allotted te 
the assistance’of British farmers. 


The Naval Review 


Many members of the House of Cominons 
will be present at the great Naval Review 
on Tuesday, but business will bé carried on 
as usual, and the few .nembers who remain 
at Westminster will discuss Home Office 
estimates. The members of the House of 
Lords will take a complete holiday, so that 
they may all attend the review if they 
so desire, while the Lord Chancellor 
will also take leave of absence on Wednes 
day to attend the Fleet exercises. The 
Peers will make up for lost time by meet 
ing on Monday, which is not a regular 
working day.

From Our COonRESPONDENT, 
BELVAST, Sunday 


Belfast has spent a week-end of terror. 
Shooting, which broke out oh Friday 
hight, continued at intervals throughout 
yesterday until nearly 9 o'clock p.m., 
when, instead of odd shots, fusillades rang 
through the York street area, and the 
wounded lay about the thoroughfares until 
the ambulances arrived and took them— 
sometimes four and five at a time—to the 
hospitals. 

Curfew, re-imposed at about 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon, closed an area of about 
a square mile around York street and the 
dock district from 10 p.m. until 6 o'clock 
this morning. The area was made wider 
than when the curfew was first imposed 
in May last. The decision to make the 
Order was taken at Stormont during the 
afternoon after a conference between the 
Inspector-General of the Royal Ulste* 
Constabulary (Sir Charles Wickham), the 
City Commissioner (Mr, BR. D. Harrison), 
and officials of the Ministry of Home 
Affairs. 

At about 5 o’clock in the evening the 
first signs of looting became evident. A 
party of men rushed into a public-house 
in York road, and some, going behind the 
counter, struck the  twenty-year-old 
assistant, Vineent Convery, with a bottle, 
knocking him to the floor. They took some 
money from the till and a few bottles of 
beer away with them. Convery was taken 
sg Samh! with an incised wound on his 
ead. 

Later in the night there was looting 
| of public-houses in the Upper Shankill 
roatl district. 

About an hour “before curfew, when 
policemen, armed with rifles in addition 
to revolvers, were taking up their posts, 
a crowd of men from the Lower York 
street area forced their way through side 
streets into Ear! street and Ship street, 


houses. Fighting between the attackers 
and men and women trying to defend 
their homes became desperate. Fre- 
quent shots Were exchanged, and when 
an armoured car swung into Dock strect 
it was unable to proceed because of the 
injured scattered about the roadway. 


MANY HOUSES BURNED 


It was during this period that several 
houses were set on fire. The first fire cal] 
came from Earl street, and the brigade 
"had hardly arrived when another house in 
the same street burst into flames. From 
this thoroughfare the brigade was called 
into Little York street, where one public- 
house and three private dwellings were 
burnt out. The Fire Brigade was hampered 
by having its hoses cut, and by the con- 
tinued stone-throwing up and down the 
streets. Another house was set on fire in 
North Anne street—this occurring after 
eurfew, despite the fact that the street was 
in the curfew area. 

Altogether more than a dozen houses 
have been burned out during yesterday 
and to-day, and their occupants have been 
forced to seek shelter with friends and 
neighbours.

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REVOLVERS AND 
RIFLES SEIZED 


TWELVE MEN TAKEN TO 
DUNDALK 


DRAMATIC swoop by a big party of 

armed detectives from Dublin, and 
Civic Guards from various stations in the 
County Louth, yesterday morning, re- 
sulted in the surrounding of what is 
described as a Republican camp in County 
Louth, the detention of twelve men, and 
the capture of a considerable quantity of 
arms and ammunition. 

The. men arrested are all natives of the 
North of Ireland, and the majority of 
them are from Belfast. They are all 
young men, 

The camp had been established in the 
mountainous district of Gyles Quay, 
fifteen miles from Dundalk, and about 
two miles inside the Free tate border. 
It had been set up within the past few 
days, and it is said that since it was 
established the people living in the area 
heard shooting. . 


THE CAMP 


Our Dundalk correspondent, who visited 
the Gvle’s Quay district yesterday, was 
told the full story of the raid. 

About eighty men were in the camp, 
which consisted of six bell tents and a 
couple of others. The camp had been 
placed near the mouth of the lit'le river 
at Piedmont, and was more than half a 
mile from the main road between Dundalk 
and Carlingford. i 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning a large 
party of police and detectives suddenly 
arrived in the district. From Rivers- 
town they travejled along both banks of 
the river, and converged on the camp. 


CAMPERS SURPRISED 


Many of the campers were out in the 
fields at the time, and they were sur- 
prised to find themselves covered with re- 
volvers and ordered to pat their hands 
up. They complied with the: order. 

A small party in another portion of the 
field suddenly found themselves covered 
by another detachment of armed detectives, 
and they, too, surrendered. 

The people of the district state that 

some shots were fired, but there is no 
confirmation of the report that there was 
an exchange of shooting. The detectives 
fired some shots, apparently to attract all 
the men from the tents. 
. Twelve of the men were put into a wait- 
ing motor lorry, on which, under a strong 
armed guard, they were removed to Anne 
street barrack, Dundalk. 


TENTS SEARCHED 


A search of the place resulted in the 
police finding six Lee-Enfield riffes, two 
Mills’ bombs, a number of revolvers, and 
a considerable quantity of ammunition of 
various kinds, as well as some documents. 

As the men detained were being driven 
through Dundalk they enlivened the town 
by their singing of songs and cheering 
loudly for an Irish Republic. 

The names of the men who are detained 
are:—William Mulholland, Charles Leddy, 
Sean Macundlah, Brian Burns, John 
O'Hara, George Broderick, John Brown, 
William Rice, Peter Doherty, Patrick 
O'Hara, Liam O'Connor and James Hardy. 

During the day the men were detained 
in Anne street barrack under a strong 
guard. 

It. is learned that they are being de- 
tained under Article 2A of the Constitu- 
tion, under which they may be detained 
for thirty-six hours without charge. 


SCENES IN DUNDALK 


—— — 
SEVENTY MEN ARRIVE ON 
- BICYCLES 


There were exciting scenes in Dundalk 
last night, following the arrival of the 
twelve men. Shortly after 9 o'clock a 
large number of men, estimated at seventy, 
entered the town from the North and on 
bicycles. In the centre of the town they 
stacked their bicycles, and then paraded 
through the principal! streets in formation, 
ending up at Anne Street Barrack, where 
the twelve men were detained. 

They indulged in a good deal of singing 
and cheering, and their calls were re- 
sponded to by some of the detained men 
who were in the upstairs portion of the 
barrack. 


POLICE CHARGE 

Detectives and Civic Guards approached 
the domnstrators and asked them to dis- 
EA They refused, and the police, aided 

y others who had been on duty in the 
barrack, charged the party. There was 
some hand-to-hand fighting, in the course 
of which some of the demonstrators 1. ere 
hit, and a detective sustained a nasty cut 
on the face. 

The detectives then fired some shots in 
the air, and at once the demonstrators 
broke and ran in several directions. The 
main party, which had run further up 
Arne street, re-formed, but passed to the 
centre of the town through Dublin street. 
The party afterwards was joined by others, 
and after a further demonstration at the 
Market Square they left the town on their 
bicycles. 

One young man, whose name is given 
as Bennett, with a Portadown address, was 
taken to the barrack. 


POLICE ACTIVITY 

Following the scenes there was great 
police activity in Dundalk. 

The demonstrators are believed to be the 
remainder of the men who had been in the 
camp yesterday morning when it was 
visited by the police..

The peace was not broken. 

The demonstrators of the Popular Front 
—Radicals, Socialists and Communists— 
marched with flags and banners three miles 
from the Place de la Bastille to Vincennes. 
There was not a single policeman on the 
route, for the organisers had promised to 
preserve order. | 

From time to time they shouted s]ogans, 
such as: '“ To the Gallows with La 
Rocque ”' (Colonel de la Rocque, regarded 
as head of the French Fascist Leagues); 
"" Down With War,” and “ Soviets Every- 
where.”’ 

lt was curious to see red flags and sickle 
emblems borne by Revoluntionary Com- 
munists side by side with the tricolours of 
the bourgeois Constitutional Radicals, 


PILED CARBINES 


In the side streets, not far from the 
route, were unostentatiously massed 
mobile guards with piled 
carbines, 

The procession took about four hours to 
reach its destination. 

Before this Popular Front demonstration 
more than 5,000 members of the Left 

rties attended a ‘‘ congress of peace and 

iberty ” at the Buffalo Stadium. They 
listened to anti-Fascist orations. 

The march of the Croix de Feu and other 
Fascist Leagues from the Bois de Boulogne 
to the Arc de Triomphe was carried out 
with perfect discipline. The Leagues 
were cheered by spectators, who also raised 
shouts of ‘‘ Vive la France ' and ‘ Vive la 
Rocque.”’ 


NO INCIDENTS 


There were no incidents, and the cere- 
mony of re-kindling the flame on the tomb 
of the Unknown Wastiar went according 
to programme. 

M. Laval requested the organisation on 
this occasion to hold the function on July 
14 as a counter-part to the Popular Front 
demonstration. In this way the police 
were given an opportunity to keep the 
rivals apart—a measure which had its re- 
ward in the unbroken peace of this after- 
noon, 

The day began with an official ceremony 
—the annual military review, in “which 
President Lebrun and the Ministers of the 
Defence Departments took the salute at 
the Arc de Triomphe. A vast crowd 
attended, including Prime Minister Laval 
and his Cabinet and the Diplomatic Corps. 

A novel feature of to-day’s review was 
the fly past, low over. the city, of 600 mili- 
tary aeroplanes. The crowds filling the 
streets cheered themselves hoarse as the 
huge flight of machines roared through the 
cloudless sky.

ABYSSINIA TO RESIST

“In no circumstances will we accept a 
railway or other zone in or through 
Ethiopia administered or policed by 
Italy,” says the Emperor Haile Selassie 
in a special cable from Addis Ababa to the 
New York Times. 

“ History teaches: that the creation of 
such zones is inevitably followed by 
annexation.’’ That is the reason given by 
the Emperor for his refusal. 

“We shall continue our efforts to 
secure a peaceful settlement in conformity 
with the Kellogg Pact and the Italo- 
Ethiopian Treaty of 1928,” adds the 
Emperor. 

“ Only if these fail and when Italy 
commences a further invasion of Ethiopian 
territory will we offer armed resistance in 
defence of our political independence and 
territorial integrity, leaving to Italy the 
odium of her repudiation of international 
obligations.’’ 

An Abyssinian crocodile weeping on a 
League of Nations table which has been 
deserted by all its members is one of the 
cartoons in the provincial Press reflecting 
the Italian view on Abyssinia, says a 
Rome message. Another is an agitated 
Abyssinian trying to obtain a long-distance 
call from Addis Ababa to London and 
failing to get an answer. 

Both cartoons represent the feeling 
created in Italy by Sir Samuel Hoare’s 
statement in the House of Commons. The 
possibility of a League meeting to discuss 
the Italo-Abyssinian conflict is ignored by 
the Press, as it is also in official quarters.

THE COMING WAR 


Signor Giuseppe Bottai, Governor of 
Rome, “has written an important article 
for the Politica Sociale, which argues that 
Italy’s colonial venture is an esentisal part 
of the Fascist and corporative theory of 
development. : 

It is one of the first occasions on which 
one oí the Fascist leaders has referred in 
such definite terms to the fact that a 
colonial war is being undertaken by Italy. 

The article is entitled: “ Abyssinia: A 
Revolutionary Undertaking.’’ He says: 

“ While colonial wars of the last century 
were typical wars of free trade capitalism 
for the economic system—that is, in which 
each was free to think exclusively of his 
own inteersts, the colonial war which Italy 
is about to undertake is the first war of 
Fascist corporativism—in this sense, that 
in the bui field it is being undertaken 
by Halians organised in the Fascio with 
unity of spirit, and in the economic field 
all interests participate, organised in the 
corporative state with unity of profit.”’

ERR VON SCHUSCHNIGG, the 
Austrian Chancellor, was slightly 
injured, but his wife was killed, when the 


car in which he and Frau Schuschnigg and 


their nine years old son, Kurt, were 
riding was involved in a collision near 
Linz on Saturday. 

Investigations by car experts yesterday 
(says Reuter) have revealed that the 
accident was occasioned by a defect in the 
stecring wheel, * which caused the 
Chancellor’s car, while travelling at a 
high speed, to skid and crash into a tree. 

It is emphasised that the accident was 
not due in any way to an act of sabotage, 
as hinted in some newspapers. Austria 
was absolutely quiet yesterday, and the 
tragedy is not expected to have any 
political repercussions. 

The Chancellor will probably take leave 
cá absence until he has recovered from 
the shock, and Prince Starhemberg, who 
has returned from Venice by special aero 
plane ‘at the summons of the Cabinet, will 
temporarily take over the post of head ol 
the Government. 

The chief significance of this, as 
generally interpreted in Vienna, will be a 
further increase in the influence of the 
Heimwehr, or pro-Fascist, parties in the 
Cabinet. 


TRAGIC TASK 

Thé tragic news of the death of Frau 
Schuschnigg was conveyed to her little 
son by Herr von Schuschnigg himself 
yesterday morning. 

Kurt had received facial injuries, and 
was taken to the hospital at Linz, where 
he remained all the evening and night in 
a semi-conscious condition. In the morn- 
ing the crisis passed, and the boy fell 
asleep, but.on awakening his first question 
was for his mother. She was lying only 
a few hundred yards away in state in the 
Carmelite church. 

The Chancellor himself undertook the 
sad task of breaking the news. Pale and 
haggard after a night of anguish, and with 
deep shadows under his eyes, he went 
into his son’s room. 

“ Where is mother?” asked the boy 
anxiously. 

“She cannot come just now; she is 
hurt,” replied his father.’ 

The boy looked into his father’s face 
and understood. 

Turning back, he buried his head in his 
pillow and broke into bitter tears. 

His condition, though not dangerous, 
has taken a turn for the worse. 

Meanwhile the chauffeur of the car, who 
was first reported to have died, is stil! 
holding out, and, though critically 
injured, the doctors now think that there 
is a possibility of his recovery.

ITALY, ABYSSINIA 
AND THE LEAGUE

The Times observes in a leading article 
on the Italo-Abyssinian dispute:—If the 
chance of averting hostilities is even now 
but faint, the reason is not to be found in 
any weakness, or ineptitude of British 
policy, but Si obstinacy of Signor 
Mussolini. In no country of the world, 
except, perhaps, his own, is there the 
slightest sympathy with his plan to sub- 
jugate Ethiopia, without having first had 
recourse to peaceful methods in order to 
effect his purpose, whatever it may be. 
Italian aims and grievances have not yet 
been officially so much as stated in detail. 
Rome gives the appearance of simply want- 
ing to seize Abyssinia. Every one, on the 
other hand, is quite prepared to admit 
frankly that, in fact, the Abyssinians have 
not been ideal neighbours for adjacent 
territories, including Italian Somaliland 
and Eritrea. 

The aim of civilising a backward people 
is not one with which this country is likely 
to quarrel, but the issue is clearly com- 


| plicated by Abyssinian membership of the 


League of Nations, and in any case a brutal 
and unprovoked assault would be a 
singular manner in which to set about the 
work of civilisation. The British Govern- 
ment, at any rate, cannot possibly 
ignore the Absisinion appeal to the 
League. Great Britain, it will be 
remembered, was by no means 
anxious, in the first place, that Abyssinia 
should be elected a member. It was 
largely Italian insistence that obtained her 
admission. Jt would, 
flagrantly inconsistent for Italy to think 
now of proposing the expulsion of 
Abyssinia just as it would be perfectly 
consistent for Great Britain to demand 
that certain jong overdue reforms shouid 
be carried out in order that Abyssinia 
might prove her title to retain her member- 


previous resolution to reassemble in about 
ten days’ time the only business officially 
before it will be the appointment of a 
fifth arbitrator. This rather useless 
agendum will, nevertheless, give the oppor- 
tunity to the Ethiopian envoy to make a 
statement of his whole case to the League 
if he so chooses, and the Council may then 
be called upon to discuss all the grave 
issues at stake. It is a matter of manifest 
importance, therefore, that the British 
Government should seriously consider now 
whether a constructive proposal cannot be 
made to establish some sort of harmony 
between the aims of Italy and the work 
of the League, which, by the Covenant, is 
enjoined, among other things, to secure 
fair and humane conditions of labour in al!

The wrecked machine was the 9.55 a.m. 
Royal Dutch air liner from Amsterdam to 
Malmo, Sweden, connecting with the 7 
o'clock plane from London, by which six 
British. passengers had taken through 
bookings. 

The machine just after leaving the 
ground developed engine trouble. The pilot 
turned back and made to land, but, as 
the ’plane was nearing the ground, one 
wing crashed heavily against the earth. 

Immediately the “plane burst into 
flames, and the horrified watchers rushed 
to the spot to drag out the passengers, 
thirteen of whom were saved. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The following official statement was 
issued by the K.L.M. Company :— 

“ This morning the F22 CH-AJQ started 
from Schiphol at 9.30 .a.m. to Hamburg, 
Copenhagen, and Malmo. In the take-off 
the two port engines decreased in revolu- 
tions and the machine made a forced land- 
ing outside the aerodrome, during which 
it ran into a dyke and was wrecked. 

“ Thirteen ‘passengers and one member 
of the crew were saved, and four mémbers 
of the crew are dead. The names of those 
saved are :— 

“ Mr. Joseph, Miss Appell, Mr. Fraser 
(passengers for Hamburg); Mr. Peter, 
sen., Mr. Pitel (passengers for Copen- 
hagen); Mr. Gayffin, Mr. Combe, Mr. 
Faulkner, Mr. Freschow, Miss’ Heilstrom, 
Mr. Kalstedt, Mrs. Classen and Miss 
Classen (passengers for Malmo). 

‘The names of the dead members of the 
crew are:—Silberstein, commander; Nic- 
boer,. wireless operator; Brom, mechanic ; 
Van Dyk, assistant mechanic. 

The dead are believed also to include 
two passengers, Mr. Newman and Mr. 
Hobson. Both were passengers itor 
Malmo.” 


THE VICTIMS 


It was learned last night that M-. H. C. 
Hobson lived at Copthorne, near Crawley, 
Sussex. Mr. W. E. Newman lived at 
Coulsdon Lane, Chipstead, Surrey. Mr. 
Hobson was 34 years of age and married. 
He was manager of Masonite, Ltd., and 
was travelling on business. Mr. Newman 
was aged about 40 and married, with two 
children: He was an accountant. 

How some of the survivors leaped for 
their lives as they saw the machine coming 
heavily down to earth was told to 
Reuter’s correspondent by one of the 
occupants, a Swede. 

‘Soon after the start,” he said, “it 
seemed that the machine was unable to 
rise. The pilot did his utmost to make a 
good landing, but the wing of the machine 
collided with a dyke, and immediately 
the ’plane took fire. I and several other 
passengers, including two Englishmen, 
fortunately managed to jump out of the 
aeroplane just as the fire broke out in the 
fore part of the machine.”’ 

The wrecked aeroplane was. a _ four- 
engined Fokker. 3 7 

The English passenger, Mr. John 
Faulkner, who is lying injured in the 


Wilhelmina Hospital, is a director of the 
Finmar. Company, Limited, of London. 
When he was brought to hospital it was 
discovered that his back was slightly 


injured. An X-ray examination was made, 


and it is believed that he has broken a 
rib. His condition is not at all serious. 
Of the non-British passengers, only 
three were injured, and two of them were 
taken to hospital. One member of the 
crew, the steward, escaped unhurt. 
Identification of the dead Englishmen 
was at first didicult, because the machine 
burst into flames after hitting the ground, 
and their bodies were badly charred. It 


is understood that the dead Englishmen 


were to have left the machine at Copen- 
hagen. 


WOMAN’S STORY 


Mrs. Claasen, interviewed shortly after 
the crash, said: .‘‘ Before I had time to 
realise what ' was happening I felt a 
terrible shock, and saw flames burst u 
in the fore part of the ’plane. Like mos 
of the other passengers, Í and my 
daughter jumped clear of the machine, 
which was soon one blazing mass. 

“The heat was so intense that it was 
impossible to stay near the wreckage, and 
we hurried away as quickly as possible.”’ 

Watchers at the aerodrome who had seen 
the crash were rapidly on the spot, and 
assisted the rescued passengers, who were 
taken to the aerodrome hotel. 

A number of the passengers continued 
their journey by train yesterday when 
they had recovered from the excitement. 


OTHER DISASTERS 


Previous air liner disasters during the 
past three years involving ten or more 
deaths were :— 

March 28th, 1933—British liner crashed 
in flames at Dixmude; 15 killed. 

June llth, 1933—American ‘plane 
crashed at Chicago World Fair; 10 killed. 

November 22nd, 1935—Russian ‘plane 
crashed near Harkoff; 14 killed. 

December 30th, 1935—British air liner 
Apollo crashed at Ruysselede, Belgium; 
10 killed. 

January 15th, 1934—French air liner 
Emeraude crashed near Corbigny; 10 
killed. 

July 27th, 1934—Swiss air liner crashed 
in Germany; 12 killed. 

October 19th, 1934—Australian airliner 
crashed into Bass Straits, Tasmania; 12 
killed.

INCREASE IN VALUE OF 
PRODUCTION 


There was an increase of £155,623 in the 
total value of goods made and work done in 
the Free State in the metal trades, excluding 
engineering, in 19465 as compared with 1932. 
The census of production for 1933, issued by 
the Department of Industry and Commerce 


(Statistical Branch), shows that the gross 
output was valued at. £737,965, and that of 
1932 at £582.3562 


In 19335 there were 2,570 persons engaged 
in the industry, an increase of 625 persons 
employed as compared with the previous year, 
when the figure was 1.947. 

The total amount paid to wage-earners in 
the: year 1952°was £194,487, and in 1933 the 
wages paid amounted to £207,626, or an 
increase of £13,139. 

Tinplate and japanned goods manufactured 
in 1952 were valued at £106,965. The value 
of such goods in 19353 was £139,119. 

The value’ cf girders, joists and 
iron and steel work manufacture in 1932 was 
valued at £62.383. and in 1935 at £99,554. 
Other iron ana steel work manufactured was 
valued at nearly £100,000 in 1952, while the 
figure for 1935 increased to £150,509. 
Copper articles in 1932 were valued at 
about £47,000, and in 1933 the figure rose to 
£57,500. There was an increase of £4,500 
in value of lead work done and of about the 
same amount in brass, bronze and gun-metal 
manufactures. Metallic bedsteads and gates, 
railings and fencing materials show declines. 
Manufactures of 


beams, 


precious metals were pro- 
duced to the value of £25.106 in 1933. show- 
ing a decrease in value. of over £1,100 as 


compared with 1932 

The returns of persons employed at mid: 
October ip 1933 show that 471 women and 
girls and 2,099 men and boys were engaged 
in the /industry.

THE RUPTURE 
COMPLETE 


J. Donnelly, the Irish racing cyclist, 
who a few weeks ago won the five miles grass 
championship oí England at Bristol, was an 
entrant for the sports. of the Manchester 
Wheelers on Saturday last. His entry was 
acceptéd over a week previously, but he was 
not allowed to start. No intimation of the 
intended prohibition was given to him up to 
the ¢ime he left Dublin. 

The incident may be regarded as the first 

result of the break-off of relations between 
the N.A.C.A. (UI) and the N.C.U. . of 
England, and also between the N.A.C.A. and 
the Union Cycliste Internationale. 
The decision of the N.A.C.A. to exercise a 
cycling jurisdiction in Northern Ireland made 
t vt rupture almost inevitable. It was made 
a fact 


. Rider will in future be permitted 
te compete under your rules; neither will any 
N.A.C.A. rider be allowed to compete under 
N.C.U. rules.” The letter also ve cacti the 
N.A.C.A. that the N.C.U. intended to ask 
the U.C.L. to disaffiliate the N.A.C.A. at its 
forthcoming congress in Brussels. 


UNDER DURESS 


_ Interviewed yesterday by the Specia! 
Cycling Correspondent of the Jrish Times, 
a prominent official of the N.A.C.A,. stated, 
in reply to a question as to what step that 
a likely to take as a reply to the 
N.C.U. letter, that the foundation of all 
international relationships was that each 
country s recognised as the supreme 
governing body within its own territory, and 
that the N.A.C.A. was recognised by the 
International Union as the governing body of 
"cling within the political boundaries of the 
fas tate; and that Northern Ireland and 
Great Britain came under the jurisdiction of 
the N.C.U, 

While the N.A.C.A. accepted with reluct 
ance and under duress the decision of the 
U.C.L limiting its territory to the political 
bouridaries of the Irish Free State, it felt it 
should have the support of the international 
body in maintaining its rights and privileges.

Start at Manchester 


The governing bodies of the sport in the 
Irish Free State, on the one hand, and of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, on the 
other, stood in precisely the same position. 
Both were affiliated to the international body, 
and each agreed to recognise the licences 
issued by the governing bodies of all coun: 
tries affiliated to the International Union: 


THE ZURICH CONGRESS 

The disagreement between the English and 
Irish Associations as to which should be 
the governing body of the sport in Northern 
Ireland was settled by the Zurich Congress 
of the U.C.I. in 1930. Its decision was 
that the N.A.C.A. jurisdiction should not 
extend outside the Irish Free State. Against 
that decision the N.A.C.A. appealed to the 
Congress of the following year at Copen- 
hagen. Its delegates were told that there 
was no appeal from the decision of an inter- 
tional court, and the N.A.C.A., in Con- 
gress, subsequently agreed to recognise the 
international decision. Since that time the 
relations between the English and Ivish 
Associations might be described as official 
rather than friendly, not to say harmonious. 

The official of the Association’ whom” our 
Correspondent interviewed stated that it was 
improbable that the N.A.C.A. would invoke 
the aid of the international body in main- 
taining the position to which it believed” it 
was entitled under the international ruics. 
He based this opinion on two grounds: (1) 
that the N.A.C.A. had decided definitely to 
defy the ruling of the international body. 
and had done so with the. full knowledge 
that its suspension would follow as a matter 
of course; arid (2) that the N.A.C.A. could 
not defy the international association, and 
at the same time ask its aid to maintain its 
rights. 

It was pointed out to our Correspondent 
that, while the Central Cycling Council had 
instructed its delegate to ‘“‘ask’’ for an all- 
Ireland jurisdiction, the Association, as a 
whole (and it was emphasised that it is the 
Association as a whole which is affiliated to 
the U.C.I.) had notified that body of its 


intention to “exercise ” an all-Ireland juris- 
diction. 


JACK LOVELOCK DEFEATED - 


AA 


overshadowed everything else at the Amateur 
Athletic Association’s championships at the 
White City, London, on Saturday. After 
his triumph in the United States against 
Glen Cunningham and Bill Bonthron, Love- 
lock’s retention of his mile title was looked upon 
as one of the biggest certainties of the meet- 
ing. The New Zealander, however, was 
surprised by S. C. Wooderson, who won by 
three yards in the comparatively slow time 
of 4 minutes 17 2-5 seconds. 7 

" The New Zealander’s overthrow provided a 
thrill for a great crowd of 50; people. 
P. D. Ward (Achilles) cut out a fast pace, 
covering the first quarter mile in 511-5 
seconds, and the half mile in 2 minutes 
64-5 seconds, Lovelock was lying second 
ten yards in arrears. Lovelock went into the 
lead at the three-quarter stage, which was 
reached in 3 minutes 151-5 seconds, but, be- 
fore they reached the first bend, Wooderson 
raced to the front, and continued to lead 
down the back straight, closely followed by 
Lovelock. .The New Zealander made his 
effort on the Jast bend and drew level, but 
in the home straight the Blackheath man 
came again and forged ahead forty yards 
from home. 

With ten yards to go, Lovelock threw up 
his. head in token of defeat and Wooderson 
won with greater ease than the three yards’ 
margin suggests, 

Keith Brown, the Yale undergraduate, and 
the only American competing, created a new 
British record in the pole vault: with 13 feet 
2 inches, beating by one inch the figures of 
L. Barnes (U.S.A.) at Stamford, Bridge in 
1928. Two men beat the British record in 
the discus event. H. Andersson (Sweden) and 
N. Syllas (Greece) surpassing the 157 feet 
94 inches of J. Noel (France) in 1933. 

Dy O. Finlay, of the Royal. Air Force, 
guiner his’ fourth successive victory in the 
igh. hurdies—a feat not equalled for the 
last thirty years.
